as the right of men to work, must bo 
safeguarded, and to that end both the 
state and tho national governments 
have the duty and obligation to Gin- 
ploy thotr organized agencies in the 
fullest cooperation. 


Governor Sproul realizes the seri- 


ousness ot the present emergency and 
the importance of "the maintenance 
of order and the protection of all per- 
sons in their constitutional rights. In- 
cluding the privilege of working, when 
and where they please in comfort and 
safety lor themselves and thoir fam- 
ilies." 
IH his proclamation ordering 


out tho Pennsylvania National Guard 
he declares without equivocation or 
hesitation, that "tho tlmo to stos dis- 
order Is before It starts," and gives 
this notice of his determination to em- 
ploy all tho resources of tho state in 
dealing with the present situation: 


"ffarnlne Kiglvon that tho poaco 


and dignity of tho comin<nrnfealth 
will ho prosorred at whatever 
cost; that <Ji« rts'its o! erwy cltt- 
/.f>n Trill bo acfomled, ladndlns 
Ills opportunity t« earn n liveli- 
hood and tu eif.loy his homo, nnd 
that those who transgress t'»o 
Taws or defy the anthorltv of tlio 
sint<s will ho iwTsncd, apprehend- 
ed imd punished." 
This is the task of the dury con- 


stituted state and federal govern- 
ments, If wo arc to continue to lay 
claim to being a nation wherein tho 
Jmrablost citizen is entitled to full pro- 
tection In the free exercise ot his 
rights as such.
